“ Second—That w hileabank currency based 
on government bonds and redeemable in 
greenback s, may be considered as a k ind of 
government money on which tho bank s are 
getting the p rofit, yet w ithout this p rivilege, 
or some other equivalent to it, the national 
bank system could never have been estah- 
lishod, nor can it now be m aintained, and that 
this is the cheap est p rice art which the p eop le 
>r the government could have got any bank ­ 
ing system so good in all resp ects and so val­ 
uable as this h» s p roved to be. 
A nother 
argument is that the governm ent must p ay 
interest up on its bonds whether these are 
held by the bank s or not, hence the p rofit to

not been offered sufficient inducement to in­ 
vest in these bonds many more of them 
would have gone abroad a t low p rices and 
the country as a whole w ould bo so much 
the worse off. 
“Third -T hat the w ant of flex ibility in the 
currency and of elasticity of volume are 
consequences arising from the scarcity of 
bonds and tha high p rices to which they 
have risen, and that this could not have been 
forseen nor p rovided against in tho original 
acta, but may now be remedied by p rop or 
legislation. 
“ These objections and the answers to them 
are stated without comment.

29.—At about 8 
o’clock Saturday night fir« brok e out in the 
cupola of the elov attor of the S t Paul 
& 
Duluth Elev ator company, and, deapite all 
efforts of the tireman, completely destroyed 
the building. 
Sev eral men were in th» » 
building at the time, and all but three 
m 
eaped, though blinded by » mok e and flames, 
which burst out v ery rapidly. Two men, Le 
ranger and Lee, 
were ov ercome by the 
smok e, and their bodies are supposed to be in 
the ruins. 
A third, Charles Moore, who 
was watchman, made his way to 
a window 
and jumped out to the ground, a distance of 
eighty feet When found his body was 
a mass 
of jelly and his sk ull was crushed to the 
thick ness of a board. 
For the past two months the elev ator com­ 
pany has been busy in putting up an additiou 
of 700,000 bushels capacity, and as it was to 
be used at once it was built of dry lumber. 
It was to hav e been used inside of two week s, 
but caught fire and was also consumed, burn­ 
ing with intense heat. 
Elev ator A, belong 
ing to the Union Improv ement and Elev ator 
company, was located about 150 feet from 
this annex, and by hard work was sav ed for 
more than one hour after the flames brok e 
out, but the intense heat a t length warped 
off the iron sluoting, and the house caught 
fire also. 
It was found irai>ossibIe to sav e 
either, and nine houses and stores, including 
Turner hall, a carriage factory, a house of 
ill-fame, and three dwellings caught fire from 
the heat. 
The firemen found it impossible to 
get near enough to do good work after the 
new building of 
the St. Paul & Duluth 
company 
fell. 
This 
building 
con 
tained 
405,000 
bushels 
of 
wheat, 
nearly its entire capacity, and elev ator A 
contain« ! .‘100,000 bushels of wheat, 
112 0,0 0 <# 
bushels of corn, 20,000 bushels of flux, and 
10,000 bushels of oats. 
The loss on wheat is alxjut $550,000; on 
corn, $50,000; flav , $22,000; oats, $3,000 
Total, $625,000. Loss on elev ator A, $125,000; 
elev ator of St. Paul & Duluth company, $80, 
000; annex to same. $50,000. Total loss, $800,- 
000. Tho insurance aggregates about $000,000, 
The fire wipes out a grain capacity of I ,(£ ¡¡6- 
000 bushels, reducing the capacity of Duluth 
to 11,000,000 bushels, 
The fire continued burning all Saturday 
night with a bright blaze, and the wheat will 
burn sev eral days. 
Sev eral cars belonging 
to the Manitoba and S t Paul 
& Duluth roads 
—some of them loaded with wheat—were 
also burned. 
Walk er, the only one of the 
four men in the elev ator who escaped, think s 
the fire originated from tho explosion of 
lamp. 
The other three lost their liv es in 
helping him fight the Are.

LAWS OF PRECEDENCE. 


ENGL ISH SOCIAL REGUL AT IONS FIXED 
BY L AW AND DECREE. 


N ot Fra m ed A ceordlng to th e W him s of 
H era lds a nd C ha m berla ins—A Country 
W here M oney D oes not ANbct Socia l 


Sta tus. 
The laws of precedence, as rstab lisb » » d in 
England, are very strict, and the slightest 
deviation from their rules is never allowed. 
It is all very well for people to sneer and 
shrug their shoulders, and call it rot, and 
rub b ish, and fuss and feathers, and things like 
that, and think it great nonsense. 
It is gen­ 
erally, however, people wb oee station in life 
end position in society are b oth so fa r do wit 
in the scale as to make rules of precedence 
with regard to them grotesque and ab surd, 
or else it is foreigners who, having no fixed 
rules of social precedence in their own coun­ 
try, imagine that there is no necessity for any 
anywhere els» *. In the atmosphere! of mutual 
admiration and concurring opinion in which 
such jiersons exist, it in easy to agree together 
that not only is society a farce, b ut that its 
edicts and customs are ridiculous and useless. 
I con only say to those persons who think 
the world can get along well enough without 
such rules, and that, therefore, it is of no 
consequence to know anything ab out them: 
“Just wait till you come to England* and go 
into good society, as you would wish to do. 
You will then see a strict regard for and olc 
servance of these rule* that will astonish you. 
Nay, more; if you exhib it an ignorance of 
them, or a reluctance to b e governed b y them, 
you will b e put down as a b arb arian. 
Lady 
Randolph Churchill, Lady Mandeville, Mrs. 
Paget and Mrs. Ronalds will tell you the 
same. They know.” 
ESTABLISHED BY ROYAL DECREES. 
Now, there is a popular notion, even in 
England—b ut among the lower classes as a 
rule—that these rules of precedence are 
merely regulations of heralds and chamb er­ 
lains, framed according to their whimsical 
fancies of etiquette and court sub serviency. 
This is an error. The law of precedence in 
England is estab lished not only b y royal de­ 
crees, b ut b y act of parliament. Again, some 
people imagine that the law of precedence is 
ob served only at pub lic, state, and court en­ 
tertainments and ceremonials of the most 
formal character. This is another mistake. 
There couldn’t b e a greater. At all private 
entertainment« where it b ecomes in any way 
necessary to have guests do anything '‘accord­ 
ing to order,” the rules of precedence are 
called into requisition. As, for instance, in 
assigning partners for a state quadrille at a 
b oll at which “royalty” is present, and in 
sending guests into dinner at a dinner j» arty, 
or b reakfast at a wedding. 
In America age and worldly ^« sessions, 
with official, military, naval, scientific or 
literary standing, are all considered in set­ 
tling the claims of each. I b elieve I aru right 
in this. In England they cut no figure if 
there b e a memb er of the nob ility, a b aronet 
or a knight present. A b oy duke, an empty 
headed marquis or pauper earl will each pro 
cede a prime minister, a savant, a military or 
naval hero, a distinguished lawyer or mil­ 
lionaire who is b elow them in “rank.” A 
duke, a marquis or an earl will take in a 
duchess, a marchioness or a countess or any 
lady of “title” in preference to the most cele­ 
b rated poetess, or authoress, or wife of any 
great literary, professional or “rich” man 
w ho has no rank. 


Since the close of the war I have lived in 
the Shenandoah valley of Virginia, and hav- 
ifirr b een amused b y the customs and tradi­ 
tional b eliefs of the good people around me, I 
thought it might interest some of the readers 
of your valuab le j» aper to chronicle them. 
Everything is governed b y signs. 
Potatoes 
must lie planted in the “down” sign else they 
will b e all topi. One of my neighliors planted 
in the sign of the Lion and they were very 
long, b ut so strong that they were hardly 
edib le. 
Hogs must b e killed in the “up” sign 
else the meat will shrink. 
Fences must b e 
b uilt in the up sign or they will sink in the 
ground. If the front end of the hog melt Is 
longer than the b ack end the winter will b e 
severe in the latter |>art. 
Wheat will not ripen b ut die away after 
Peter Paula day.” “Groundhog day” is, I 
think, the last of Feb ruary. On that day he 
is said to come from his hole, and if he sees 
his shadow he goes b ack and seven weeks of 
b ad weather will ensue. 
If he does not see it 
he stays out and seven weeks of good weather 
will follow. June 30 is tho day to plant late 
potnto6&» 
Pigs if weaned on “1 oscy day 
will not thrive. 
Corn planted “Amb er day" 
will not succeed. 
If a cow is weak she has 
lost her cud. Give her a dish rag or salt fish 
for a cud. If her horns are cold they must 
b e b ored. Bhe has wolf in the tail. 
It must 
b e split open, salt and pepper put in and then 
tied up. 
All animals should 1x3 weaned in 
the sign of the fish. 
BAD LUCK AND WITCHCRAFT. 
It is b ail luck to enter a house with an 
edged tool or hoe on your shoulder. 
If you 
b urn sassafras wood it will give you the b ack­ 
ache. 
it is Imd luck to take a cat with you 
when you move. 
Sometimes cows are b e­ 
witched. 
If you cut off tho end of the tail 
and throw it in the fire the cow will recover. 
If you take a hive of b ees, for instance, you 
must give something in return, say a cup of 
wheat; otherwise they will not succeed. 
Blood is stopped b y words. 
Fire is kept 
from spreading in tho same manner. 
A site 
for a well is located b y a water witch, who 
uses a divining rod, which is a fork of the 
witch hazel, which he holds in b oth hands, 
and when he reaches a place for a well the 
fork turns down. 
Nose b leeding is stopped b y calling the 
person b y name and then counting 100 b ack­ 
wards. 
W arts are removed b y rub b ing with 
a b ean leaf and then b urying the leaf.

ney in a horse is cured b y words if taken to 
the “man that cures for it” b efore sun up.

had a mare which had fistula and went to a 
man said to have a sovereign remedy. 
He 
had not time “to doctor for it,” b ut I could, 
and in the event of a cure the b ill was to b e 
$3. I must “get up b efore sun up for nine 
mornings, si>eak to no one, go to a peach 
tree and cut a peach switch, b eing sure to 
cut up (if cut down it would not cure). Then 
the end of the switch must b e inserted,” and 
if directions aro carried out a cur& is cer-» 
tain.

HARD TO STAMP OUT. 
For this reason it has lieen found to lx* im- 
pnmltila to stamp <» ut brigandage by means 
of local militia. 
The Condemns affect to 
curse the bandits, but in reality they feel 
kindly towards them. 
This no doy bt arises 
from the fact that deadly weapons being car- 
ried by the entire population of the islnnd 
murders are common, and the assassin flies 
to the mountains and finds refuge with tho 
bandits. 
Perhaps the only measure that 
would lay tho ax at the root of the evil 
would be the passage of a decree forbidding 
the wearing of deadly weapons. Could such 
a law be enforced it wiXild go far toward 
effecting the moral regeneration of Corsica, 
In Italy , on the other hand, brigandage is 
only another name for highway * robliery and 
lias not even the excuse oi a desire to wreak 
personal vengeance that exists in Corsica. 
For centuries the Italian brigands have car­ 
ried things w-itjh a high hand. 
Villages have 
been pillaged and ransomed, and Bologna 
once paid to the bandits 10,IKK) crowns in 
gold annually to purchase immunity from 
these raiils. 
Rope Leo X is said, on one occasion, to 
have given absolution to 2,<Ktf) brigands at 
once, for these gentry are nothing if not 
pious. 
Indeed, it is told of the notorious 
Mario Soiarra, that before murdering a 
bishop he fell on his knees and craved the 
tetter’s blessing. 
Even at the present day it is not considered 
wife for travelers to visit the ruins of ancient 
temples of the neighborhood of Naples w ith­ 
out a military * escort.—Paris Cor. New Vork 
Graphic.

MONEY CUTS NO FIGURE. 
Whatever else it may affect or control in 
England, money has nothing whatever, perse, 
to do with social status so far as the law of 
precedence is concerned. This much can be 
said for it, at all events. At first glance it 
might seem that this favoring of mere rank 
before mind w as wrong. But it is difficult to 
see how it could be otherwise managed. 
And 
the fact is that great men of “ mind” or 
“ money ” in England are not in the least hurt 
by having a lord put before them. They * un­ 
derstand the law of social precedence; they 
know how it is, and they are as willing as 
any body else to Ik* governed by its rules. 
In­ 
deed, they wouldn’t dream of expecting any 
different treatment. 
I have understood that in America English 
“ lords” and “ ladtes” are alway s given the 
place of honor at entertainments, and their 
names put first in the published list of guests. 
Of course if this, in the spirit of that gen­ 
uine hospitality for which Americans are 
so 
famed, is done to do honor to the stranger 
guest, and merely b ecause he or she is a 
stranger guest, it is one thing. It is then 
quite in keeping with American institutions 
and thoroughly consistent with American 
customary open heartedness. But if it is sim­ 
ply b ecause the guest has the title of ‘‘lord” 
or “lady,” it is quite another thing. 
It then 
b ecomes a species of Anglomania toadying, a 
servile yielding of superiority to the 1 carer 
of a title that hasn’t either the excuse of cus­ 
tom or the sanction of settled rule to nphold 
i t Another thing. Whether it b e a graceful 
compliment to a stranger in a strange land, 
or an affectation of English ways in the pure 
spirit of a tuft hunter, let me say this: It is 
a civility and mark of respect which will in 
no waj b e reciprocated in England. No mat- 


Tho fact that an entire battalion of “ chas­ 
seurs a pied” has been recently ordered on a 
military cxi>odition against a single family of 
banditti in Corsica lias again called attention 
to the singular state of affairs existing in 
that, quarter of the French republic.

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This is not the first military expedition that 
has been sent against them, and they have 
led this lawless existence for over thirty 
y ears.

Through the fear they inspire they are able 
to obtain provisions and ammunition, and 
when the “ gendarmerie” get on their trail 
they aro invariably warned by friendly vil­ 
lagers. 
MANY HIDING PLACES. 
The configuration of the island is also of 
great assistance to the bandits: in fact, it 
would be almost impossible for them to lead 
the wild life of outlaws elsewhere than in 
Corsica. 
Impenetrable forests, precipitous 
rocks and unexplored caverns render the task 
of tracking these outlaws a work of the great­ 
est difficulty and no little danger. Corsica ia 
divided by a chain of mountains running 
north and south, their sides being covered 
with a vigorous vegetation that reminds one 
of the forests primeval of the new world. 
On leaving Ajaccio to go to Bastia the road 
at once rises at a sharp angle to the village 
of Bocognano, which was the starting point 
of the column that has gone in search of the 
Bellacoccia.
